Claims 2, 4, 7-17, 22, 24, 27-37, and 42, as submitted by Applicant on July 31, 2006 are 
allowed. 

In the interview on August 8, 2006, Applicant argued that each limitation in the claims 
must be given weight, including structure limitations in method claims, in view of at least In re 
Pleuddemann (QA FC) 15 USPQ2d 1738, HofFer v. Microsoft Corp. 405 F.3d 1326, 1329, 74 
USPQ2d 1481, 1483 (Red. Cir. 2005), and Minton v. Nat'l Ass'n of Securities Dealers, Inc. 336 
F.3d 1373, 1381, 67 USPQ 2d 1614, 1620 (Fed. Cir. 2003). Examiner agreed. Accordingly the 
structure Umitations are given weight and the amendments as filed on July 31, 2006 place the 
case in condition for allowance.
